Meyer Pleads For 
Call To Action 

Medal Of Honor Recipient Pledges To 

Become More Active In Community

One of Columbia’s most celebrated residents announced 
Monday that he’s disappointed in Adair County’s lack of local 
activism. Dakota Meyer, who was awarded the prestigious 
Medal of Honor in 2011, says that he sees a problem in this 
community - a problem that he admits to being a part of. 

“I’m just frustrated with things around here,” Meyer said in 
an interview at his office on Hwy 55 N Monday morning. 
“Everyone wants to complain, but nobody really wants to get 
involved; I’m as much to blame as anyone though.”

Meyer says that this trend of apathy is a problem 
nationwide, but that change starts at the local level.

City Council Appoints 
Property Maintenance 
Enforcement Board

The Columbia City Council gathered for their August meeting 
Monday evening and approved Mayor Mark Harris’ 
recommendations for the Property Maintenance Code Enforcement 
Board — a new committee that will do what its name implies. 

“We want help enforcing these codes,” Mayor Harris said. 

The recommendations for the board were: Sheila Hare, who will 
serve a one-year term ending in August of 2014; Woody Sharpe, 
who will serve a two-year term; Barry Loy, who will serve a two- 
year term, Craig Lasley, who will serve a three-year term; and 
Della Shaw, who will also serve a three-year term. The appointees’ 
terms were staggered, so the board will never have to be fully 
replaced in any following year. 

The Council approved each of Harris’ nominations unanimously. 

The Columbia-Adair County Parks and Recreation Board also 
gained a new member Monday — Debbie Yates — who was 
recommended by Harris to fill out the term left open by Rebecca 
Schmidt’s resignation from the board. Yates’ limited term will end 
in Feb. 2014. 

In other business at Monday’s 25-minute meeting the Council: 

•Heard from Lauren Goodin Willis on behalf of Campbellsville 
University. Willis, an admissions counselor at CU, asked the city 
for permission to host a back-to-school bash on the square on 
August 17. 

“It’s mostly an outreach,” Willis explained, adding that free food 
and drinks would be provided to schoolchildren, and free 
backpacks would be given away. The square would not have to be 
closed for the program.

Summer break is almost over and with its end comes a new 
school year with new teachers, students, and in Adair County’s 
case, an entirely new school. It’s an exciting time for kids in this 
area, and even though I’m sure most of them hate to see their 
break conclude, I’m also sure that most of these kids are eager to 
get back and see what’s new with their fellow students. 

I always liked back-to-school time growing up. I was usually 
ready for another summer break by November, but the start of 
school was fun. Usually, the only friends I’d see during the 
summer were the ones that played baseball, so I looked forward 
to reconnecting with everyone else in the fall. 

It was 21 years ago this month that I started kindergarten. I 
was in something called the “pink family” which was a group of 
kindergarten through third grade classrooms that all had pink 
doorframes. I honestly don’t remember too much about that first 
year, but as I was walking through Colonel William Casey 
Monday trying to find a good picture for our front page, I 
happened to notice that the classroom I got my picture in was 
my old kindergarten classroom. I almost got nostalgic. After I 
got my picture, I snooped around a couple more of my old “pink 
family” classrooms from first, second, and third grade. 

Of course, little about the rooms was the same as they were in 
the early 90s. I’m sure the walls were painted differently, 
although I wouldn’t remember even if they weren’t. There 
weren’t any little IBM computers that weighed 100 pounds, and 
I didn’t see one film projector. It was still cool though, because 
memories of hours upon hours spent learning to read, learning to 
add and subtract, learning to write in cursive, and learning my 
times tables came flooding back to me - as well as memories 
from first days of school. I had the same kids in my class for my 
first four years, so the first day was always more about catching 
up with the people you know rather than meeting new people. 

As I got a little older, first days of school became a little more 
important, at least socially. In middle school, the first day of 
school meant debuting whatever hot new shoes we had talked 
my parents into spending too much money on. In fifth grade, it 
was Jordans. In sixth grade, it was Dr. Martens. Middle school 
also upped the excitement sevenfold because instead of being 
excited to see who was in your class, you’d be excited to see 
who was in all seven of your classes, plus homeroom of course. 

The great thing about the first day of school, at least until I 
got to high school, was that students weren’t really expected to 
do any work that first day. Usually, the teacher would just take 
roll then talk about his or her expectations for the upcoming 
year. Some instructors would have us play games to get to know 
each other, which was always odd because if you go to school in 
Adair County, you know every single person in your grade by 
the time you’re 10 years old. We never minded though because 
these games were fun, and they were much easier than learning 
about photosynthesis or Ancient Egypt or whatever else we 
learned in middle school. 

These games usually went like this: you’d pass around a ball 
or a pencil or a knife (my memory is bad, maybe it wasn’t a 
knife), and the only person allowed to talk was the one holding 
the object. Anyway, each student would get a turn to speak, and 
they’d have to say their name, then something they liked to do, 
and then what they wanted to be when they grew up. 

Almost every boy in my grade always had some variation of 
the same answer: My name is X, I like (insert sport) and I want 
to be a pro (insert sport) player. This was the only acceptable 
answer for my friends and me, and we went through this ritual at 
least a dozen times - sometimes two or three times in the same 
day. 

In high school, the first day of school carried a different kind 
of importance. It was exciting because of status. Freshmen were 
finally in the big school, finally sophisticated. Sophomores were 
no longer the babies of the school, and by then you could see the 
light at the end of the tunnel. The first day of my junior year was 
the first day I ever drove myself to school, and the importance of 
this cannot be understated. 13 different grades went to Adair 
County schools that day, but only a select few of us - the juniors 
and seniors - were mature enough to get there on our own. 

By my senior year, the first day was almost bittersweet. We all 
talked like we were so happy that this was our last year, and for 
the most part we were, but it was surreal to think that after 
spending the majority of our lives in the cozy confines of the 
Adair County school system, we’d be moving on in different 
directions in just a few months. 

I hope everyone headed back to school this month, from the 
youngest kindergarteners to the oldest seniors, relish this time of 
year. Before you know it you’ll be out of school and wishing 
you were back in sixth grade telling your whole class that you’re 
going to grow up and play for the Reds.

From the Desk of_ 

Attorney General Jack Conway 


As I travel the state, I am frequently asked what I can do about 
high gas prices and price fluctuations across the Commonwealth. 

I understand the frustration with high gas prices. I understand 
how tough it is on hard-working families. No one wants to choose 
between filling up the gas tank or putting food on the table or 
paying a bill. And many of us rely on our vehicles to get to work, so 
that we can pay our bills. Be assured, protecting Kentucky 
consumers at the gas pumps is a top priority of mine. 

So, why are gas prices in parts of Kentucky between 12 and 20 
cents higher on average? In 2008, we launched an investigation into 
the wholesale price of gasoline. 

Our experts uncovered strong data to suggest that Marathon’s 
acquisition of Ashland Oil in the late 1990s negatively impacted 
competition in the wholesale gasoline market in Kentucky. In other 
words, our investigation indicated Marathon has a regional 
monopoly that allows it to manipulate gas prices at the wholesale 
level. Even after approving the merger in the 1990s, the Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC) warned that of the nine states involved in 
the merger, one state bears watching- that was Kentucky. 

Marathon, which bases its prices off of the Chicago Spot Market, 
is the dominant supplier of gas to retailers who sell that gas in 
Kentucky. In Louisville and Northern Kentucky, where the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) mandates that 
reformulated gas (RFG) must be used, it supplies nearly 100 
percent of the wholesale RFG. Whether you buy gas at a Chevron 
station, BP or Thornton’s, you are likely buying Marathon gas. EPA 
requirements account for about a 10-cent increase in the price of 
reformulated gas. Our investigation shows the monopoly accounts 
for the additional 5 to 10 cent difference. 

After we completed our investigation in 2008, we provided then 
FTC Chairman Jon Leibowitz with our findings because this is an 
antitrust issue that falls under the FTC’s jurisdiction. The FTC did 
nothing. We even made our case to the U.S. Attorney General and 
the Justice Department’s Oil and Gas Price Fraud Working Group. 
Again, federal regulators have done nothing to address Marathon’s 
dominant position in Kentucky. 

I refuse to let this matter rest. Recently, I spoke with the FTC’s 
new Chairwoman Edith Ramirez about our findings and have sent 
our report to the Commission for a second review. I have also 
spoken with FTC Commissioner Julie Brill about this matter. 

It is also important to note, price differences between 
communities are not necessarily indicative of price-gouging or 
price fixing. Legitimate cost and competitive differences may cause 
the price of gasoline to be higher in one community than another. 
Similarly, it is not necessarily an antitrust violation if one station 
matches a competitor’s price as long as there is no agreement to fix 
prices. 

Kentucky’s price-gouging statute can only be triggered by the 
Governor during a declared emergency and for a specific amount of 
time following that emergency. This statute prohibits price 
increases for certain commodities/emergency supplies grossly in 
excess of pre-declaration prices. So, a supplier may increase its 
prices during a time of emergency, only if its costs increase. 
Gouging is only a small part of the problem here in the 
Commonwealth. 

We have been vigilant in protecting consumers against price¬ 
gouging at the pumps. As you may recall, we fined retailers into the 
six figures in the wake of Hurricanes Katrina, Ike and the Ice Storm 
for gouging. 

As your Attorney General, I have taken action against retailers 
who have gouged consumers at the pumps. I have studied and 
identified the broader issue of Marathon’s stranglehold on the 
wholesale gas market in Kentucky. Now, it’s time for federal 
regulators to take action and I again call on them to do so.

Judge James Garnett Dies Suddenly at His Residence 
Wednesday, January 25, 1905, 10:30 p.m.-The Town and County 
Mourns-At the age of eighteen years, fifty-two years ago, the 
above distinguished citizen, then an inexperienced young man, left 
his country home, five miles out, and came to Columbia... He 
accepted a position of deputy clerk of the circuit and county courts 
of this county, under Wm. Caldwell. Three years later he was 
elected county school commissioner...in 1856 was admitted to the 
bar... After the expiration of his term as county attorney he 
practiced his chosen profession uninterrupted until 1871 when he 
was chosen to represent this county in the Kentucky Legislature for 
the years ‘71, ‘72 and ‘73, and while in that body he was chosen a 
m ember of the committee on judiciary and statures, a position 
where only the deepest legal talent is sought. In 1874 immediately 
after the expiration of his services in the Legislature, he was elected 
Circuit Judge of the Sixth Judicial District, composed of the 
counties of Adair, Metcalfe, Barren, Cumberland, Clinton, Monroe, 
Hart, Allen, and retired from that honorable station with the esteem 
of his constituents... In 1881 he was elected senator of this, the 16th 
Senatorial district and was again placed on the committee of 
judiciary and railroads and later was made chairman of the judiciary 
committee... In 1898 Judge Garnett entered the race for the 
Democratic nomination for Appellate Judge of this district. He lost 
that prize-that position, which would have more fully demonstrated 
to the people of this state his thorough comprehension of law... 
Since that date he has practiced his profession with his only son, 
James Garnett, Jr., our present county attorney, and enjoyed a large 
clientage... An ardent Baptist, educated in parliamentary methods, 
he was a distinguished figure in the denomination in this state, for 
forty years the Moderator of Russell’s Creek Association, which 
position was his until death came... For 12 years he had been 
President of the Bank of Columbia... 

Judge Garnett was bom in Adair County, Ky., July 8th, 1834, a 
son of Anthony and Mary A.P. Garnett. He was married to Miss 
Mary Wood, near Edmonton, August 2, 1866. To this union four 
children were bom, all of whom are living, together with the 
widow. The children are Mrs. E.W. Barnett, of Mississippi; Miss 
Jennie and Miss Fanne Garnett; and James Garnett, Jr., of this city... 
Funeral services were held in the Baptist church Sunday the 29th at 
10:30, conducted by the pastor, Rev. JP. Scruggs, assisted by Eld. 
WK. Azbill, Rev. W.C. Clemens and Eld. W.B. Wright...touching 
tributes were paid the distinguished dead by Judge H.C. Baker, 
Hon. Rollin Hurt, Governor J.R. Hindman and Hon. J.F. 
Montgomery. The remains were then conveyed to the city 
cemetery...

Bakeries/Candies of 
Kentucky 

How sweet it is! 

Kentucky is full of charming towns with thousands of restaurants 
galore. But there are times when we need to satisfy our sweet tooth. 
And man-oh-man do I have some places for you to visit. 

Let’s face it, bakeries and candy stores are a weakness in many of 
us. But what the heck, if we limit ourselves to just a bite, or maybe 
two, what could it hurt? 

Paducah, in far western Kentucky, is the home of Kirchhoff’s 
Bakery and Deli. First opened in 1873, and now five generations 
later they’re still serving up those butterscotch brownies, cookies, 
Danish, cakes and pies. 

Working your way toward Bowling Green, you’ll find Riley’s 
Bakery, soon to be celebrating their 70th anniversary. I remember 
as a small child my grandmother first taking me there to get a cream 
horn. I’ve been eating them ever since. An inviting reception area 
features large glass cases full of fresh cakes, pies, cobblers, breads, 
rolls, doughnuts, brownies, and those incredible tea cookies. This is 
one of the best independent full-scale bakeries in the south. 

The Sweet Shop in Hodgenville is easy to find. It is right across 
from the Lincoln statue on the square downtown. 

This is a gourmet fudge shop with over 40 varieties of rich, 
creamy homemade fudge. Double boiler kettles are used to perfect 
the candy. They often feature their Kentucky bourbon, rich smooth 
chocolate that is infused with Kentucky’s finest and liberally 
accented with pecans and walnuts. The Sweet Shoppe is constantly 
experimenting with new flavors. 

Amon’s Sugar Shack in Somerset is appropriately named. This 
nationally recognized bakery/restaurant has been open since 1951, 
and has more than 70 varieties of bakery goods to choose from. 
Donuts (150 dozen daily), cookies, breads, brownies, muffins, 
bagels and pies are all here. 

If you’re heading toward Louisville, Muth’s Candies on Market 
Street is a must visit. Since 1921 their old-fashioned glass cases full 
of candy include Modjeska, bourbon balls, cinnamon creams, 
peanut butter cream, pineapple cream, fudge, chocolate drops, 
lemon jelly ... the list just goes on and on. 

I will guarantee you’ll leave with a sack full of candy. I know I 
did. 



It’s not in Kentucky, but its close enough to tell you about 
Schimpff’s Confectionery across the river in Jeffersonville. 
Actually at one time it was in downtown Louisville where Gustav 
A. Schimpff first opened in 1859. But in 1891 the store moved 
across the river. 

This is a destination. Not only can you buy the product but a 
glass enclosed viewing area slows you to watch it being made. To 
top it off there’s also a candy artifacts museum. 

In northern Kentucky Schneider’s Sweet Shop opened in 
Bellevue in 1939, and their most popular item is their Opera 
Creams, a candy that is unique to northern Kentucky, and not found 
anywhere else. Made with pure rich cream, it is the ultimate cream 
candy. In addition to their candy galore, they serve homemade ice 
cream. 

A little over 160 years ago Ruth and Leslie Mayer decided to 
open a bakery in Maysville. In doing so they set about to promote 
and continue a sweet delicacy that had become a part of Mason 
County food folklore. Known as transparent pie, the delicious 
dessert is shopped all over the world according to Russell Dixon, 
who with his family now owns Magees since 1972. “We’re keeping 
this Mason County tradition alive,” he says. 

Now for those who really want to take the sugar overload to 
another level they might want to stop by an International Cake 
Sugar Art Show August 8-11, at the Lexington Convention Center. 
There will be hundreds of sugar art masterpieces as well as kids 
decorating exhibits.

saying that there isn’t one 
person or organization that 
draws his ire - it’s the 
indifference of the general 
public. 

“The easy thing to do is point 
your finger and blame someone 
else; I know I’ve done that,” 
Meyer said. “Instead of 
complaining but not doing 
anything about it, we need to 
start showing up and voicing our 
opinions.” 


Meyer says that he’s not been 
as vocal or as visible on the 
local scene as he should be, and 
plans to start attending more 
local meetings. He was at 
Monday night’s gathering of the 
Columbia City Council, sitting 
silently by himself taking notes. 
Afterwards he spoke to a couple 
of the councilors and relayed to 
them that he will be taking a 
more active role in his 
hometown. 


“We’ve either got to stop 
complaining or start showing 
up,” Meyer said. “If we show up 
and have a presence, we’ll have 
a voice. I want to start coming to 
more of these meetings and I 
hope everyone else comes too.” 

Meyer was clear that he’s not 
trying to call anyone out or 
blame Adair County’s problems 
on the powers that be. The real 
problem, Meyer says, is that 
local leaders are the only ones 


putting effort into the 
community. 

“The people who care and try 
are the ones that are already 
being held accountable,” Meyer 
said. “But they make decisions 
on our behalf, and we need a 
part in that.” 

A grassroots movement for 
change is a long and slow 
process that requires strength in 
numbers, and Meyer says that 
he’ll work with and listen to

Robert Flowers made a 
motion to allow the event, but 
Craig Dean raised a question as 
to whether this would step on 
the toes of Lindsey Wilson 
College — one of this city’s 
largest employers and a long¬ 
time competitor with CU in 
terms of student recruitment. 

Dr. Ronald Rogers argued that 
it was simply a program for kids 
and an opportunity to get a free 
snack and backpack, and all of 
the councilors — Dean included - 
- voted to allow the event. 

• Heard citizens comments 
from two city residents: Sue 
Rowe and Bradley Caldwell. 

Caldwell spoke first, 
complaining on behalf of his 
neighbors about a vacant yard 
on Butler Street that hasn’t been 
mowed in months. 

“[The grass] is well over a 
foot tall,” Caldwell said. 
“People want something done.” 

Caldwell, a professional 
grass-cutter himself, offered to 
do the work if he could be 
compensated, but Mayor Harris 
said that the city couldn’t 
authorize sub-contracts of that 
sort. 

Harris stated that standard 
procedure was to send the 



landowner a letter of notice, 
which he said would be done 
after city officials had inspected 
the property. Then, if the grass 
still doesn’t get cut, the city has 
the right to come in and clean up 
the grounds. 

Rowe’s complaint was a 
familiar one. She spoke at a 
meeting earlier this year 
complaining about a city-owned 
tree blocking the sign to her 
store. The tree was trimmed, but 
Rowe remained unsatisfied. 

“It’s not been trimmed and 
you can’t see our two signs,” 
Rowe said. “I’d like to have it 


trimmed back if possible.” 

Mayor Harris verified that the 
tree had in fact been trimmed 
back, but pledged to take 
another look at it to see if the 
tree should or could be trimmed 
further. 

•Amended the zoning map by 
changing a 15-acre lot on 
Fairground Street from 

residential to commercial — at 
the recommendation of Zoning 
Commission chairman Joe 
Flowers. The property is owned 
by Nelson McQuaide.

Make Better Drink Choices 

Most of us realize the importance of keeping sugars and 
fats to a minimum in our diets, but often we only apply that 
to the foods we eat. The types of drinks we are consuming 
could be adding empty calories and causing us to gain extra 
pounds. Consider this: a medium full-fat mocha adds 400 
calories to your diet while a 20-ounce soda, on average, 
contains has 250 calories and a fruit drink adds 230 calories. 
Many times, these are extra calories we haven’t accounted 
for, and as a result, they could easily push us over our daily 
calorie limit and cause us to gain weight. 

Consuming large amounts 
of sugar-sweetened 

beverages has been linked to 
obesity, a decrease in HDL 
(good) cholesterol, an 
increased risk of type 2 
diabetes, heart disease, 
hypertension and gout. While 
many of us equate sugar- 
sweetened beverages with 
soda, many more drinks fall 
into this category, including 
sports drinks, lemonade and 
fruit drinks, sweet tea, energy 
drinks, sweetened coffee 
drinks and sweetened bottled 
water. 

Water should be your go-to beverage, as it quenches your 
thirst without adding calories. Substituting sugar-sweetened 
beverages with water could help you lose or maintain weight. 

Some people don’t like the blandness of water or get tired 
of drinking the same thing all the time. If you are one of 
those, adding fresh fruits or herbs to your water can produce 
interesting flavors without adding too much sugar and too 
many calories. Some examples of fresh fruits and herbs that 
are good flavoring options are: citrus fruits, watermelon, 
kiwi, pineapple, berries, mint, rosemary or basil. Get creative. 
Add combinations of fruits, herbs, and flavorings such as 
berries, mint and cardamom. 

If you’re still not wild about water, you can make healthier 
drink choices nonetheless. Here are some tips. 

•Practice portion control with your drinks. 

•Drink fat-free milk. 

•Order plain or non-fat coffee drinks over full-fat options. 

•Leave off whipped toppings. 

•Use sugar-free sweeteners to sweeten your drinks. 

•Drink diet soda instead of regular. 

•Limit fruit juice intake to no more than 6 ounces a day. 

•Only consume alcohol in moderation, and if you do drink, 
choose lower-calorie options.

To Celebrate National 
Fanners’ Market Week 


Kentucky’s farmers’ markets are known for fresh, delicious foods 
and the friendly people who produce them. Many markets also are 
making an economic impact in their communities, Agriculture 
Commissioner James Comer said as he commemorated National 
Farmers’ Market Week. 

“We expect farmers’ market sales to reach $11.5 million this 
year,” Commissioner Comer said. “We’ve also found that 62 
markets are housed in permanent structures with funding approved 
for six more, compared to 34 in 2006. More and more farmers’ 
markets are becoming permanent members of their local 
communities.” 

Sharon Spencer, the Kentucky Department of Agriculture’s 
farmers’ market specialist, reported that 145 farmers’ markets in 
100 of the state’s 120 counties are registered with the department. 

“Kentucky farmers’ markets offer the freshest fruits and 
vegetables you can find,” Spencer said. “Many also have cheese, 
eggs, baked goods, jams and jellies, meats, honey, wine, herbs, 
mushrooms, fresh cut flowers, arts and crafts, and even pet treats. 

“At many farmers’ markets, you can pick up breakfast while you 
shop, enjoy live entertainment, bring your children for kid-friendly 
activities, watch a cooking demonstration, pick up recipes, and 
sample some of the products before you buy,” Spencer said. “While 
you’re there, you’ll run into old friends and make new ones. Most 
importantly, you can talk to the producers and get to know where 
your food really comes from.” 

National Farmers’ Market Week started Sunday and continues 
through Saturday. 

“I hope every Kentuckian will join me and visit a farmers’ 
market this week and throughout your market’s season,” 
Commissioner Comer said. “And while you’re there, remember to 
thank the farmers for all they do.”

Lindsey Wilson College senior midfielder Mia Persson has been 
selected as the Capital One College Division Academic All- 
American of the Year as selected by the College Sports Information 
Directors of America (CoSIDA). 

Persson was named Capital One College Division Academic All- 
American of the Year for women’s soccer on November 26. She 
was selected as the College Division Academic All-American of the 
Year out of the 12 sport recipients during the 2012-13 academic 
year. 

The college division is comprised of student-athletes from 
NAIA, Canadian and two-year institutions. 

Persson concluded her collegiate career in dream-like fashion 
earning the NAIA Women’s Soccer Player of the Year en route to 
leading the Blue Raiders to the program’s third NAIA National 
Championship.

I thought the national sports 
media’s coverage of Tim 
Tebow was obnoxious. I 
thought they over-analyzed, 
over-reported, and over¬ 
discussed everything from the 
quarterback’s faith to his funky 
mechanics following Tebow’s 

Heisman winning season at the University of Florida 
and continuing into his polarizing pro career. I thought 
it was the most nauseatingly saturated fascination with 
a player that I had ever seen, and it was—until Johnny 
Manziel. 

The introductory paragraph to this column could 
have simply said that Johnny Football was back in the 
news, but I wouldn’t write that. At least, I couldn’t 
write that with any sort of accuracy. Johnny Football 
isn’t back in the news, because he hasn’t been allowed 
to leave it in the first place. Instead, last year’s 
Heisman winner is maintaining his spot on the 
sporting front page due to eligibility issues 
surrounding allegations that he was reimbursed $7,500 
for signing several hundred pieces of memorabilia for 
an autograph broker last year in Miami. 

Under NCAA guidelines, a player cannot profit 
(either monetarily or otherwise) from their status as an 
athlete. That even includes their likeness and their 
own name. To do so destroys their status as an 
‘amateur’ and forfeits their remaining eligibility. If it 
is found that Manziel received money for his 
signature, he will no longer be allowed to play college 
football. 

Let’s break this down, because that’s what the 
banner above this article seems to suggest. Johnny 
Manziel plays for Texas A&M. They recently 
switched conferences and joined the powerhouse SEC. 
This move showed immediate success as the Aggies, 
on the arm and legs of Manziel, posted a phenomenal 
showing in their initial season in the conference. In 
fact, that showing paved the way for stadium 
expansion and renovation to the university’s Kyle 
Field that is expected to be in excess of $300 million. 

Multi-billion dollar company ESPN, along with 
every other sporting outlet in the country, has 
splattered Manziel’s name and face across their top 
line, bottom line, middle screen, side-ticker, mobile 
app and radio waves for the last year. They’ve stalked 
his twitter account, reported on every photograph in 
existence of the 20-year-old college student attending 
a party, and analyzed everything from his golf swing 
to his pro prospects. 

The NCAA, along with its member institutions and 
conferences, has ridden Manziel’s fame in everything 
from television promotions to their video game, where 
Manz—I mean, Texas A&M QB#2 who is a dual¬ 
threat QB with incredibly similar measurable features 
to someone who may or may not actually exist but is 
in no way based upon Johnny Manziel, is a focal point 
of the game’s in-game structure and pageantry. 

Even this autograph broker has done what autograph 
brokers do and turned to eBay to peddle his hundreds 
of signed Johnny Manziel items. Every single person 
in the process has made money from Johnny Football, 
and it’s all perfectly legal, except for the one person 
who is actually, you know, generating all that money. 
He can’t make a cent from his own ability, appearance 
or name. Someone can profit off of all of those things, 
it just can’t be him. 

I understand the NCAA rule against paying players 
for autographs or anything else. A rich booster could 
have a player or recruit sign his name on a napkin and 
then compensate him $100,000 for his autograph. I get 
it. What I can’t understand is why the same NCAA 
ignores Auburn allegedly paying Cam Newton’s father 
$200,000 to attend the school and win a Heisman and 
BCS Championship in the process. Either neither is 
okay, or both are allowed. Cam was found to still be 
eligible because he was deemed to have no 
knowledge, or the responsibility to have the 
knowledge, that his father was shopping him to the 
highest bidder. Apparently Manziel should have had 
his father handle the autograph transaction. 

Look, I’d wager nothing comes from these 
allegations. Do I think he was paid to sign those 
items? Definitely, but the NCAA isn’t likely to take 
perhaps the biggest celebrity it’s ever seen off the field 
in its biggest moneymaker. 

Frankly, that sits just fine with me. If Auburn can 
buy Cam Newton, if the University of North Carolina 
can hand out fake degrees based on fake classes or 
allow a drug dealer to provide rental cars to its 
players, and if things like this can all go on without so 
much as a slap on the wrist from collegiate athletics’ 
governing body, then you’ll have a hard time riling me 
up over the biggest media-created monster in amateur 
sports profiting off of the fame he was given by their 
incessant marketing of him. 

And while we’re at it, let the guy breathe. He’s a 
college student and he’s living the dream. It only helps 
that he’s a nightmare for the NCAA.

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year, for an average refund of $100 per family covered by a policy. 

Scrutinizing unreasonable premium increases 

In every State and for the first time under Federal law, insurance 
companies are required to publicly justify their actions if they want 
to raise rates by 10 percent or more. Kentucky has received 
$4,225,170 under the new law to help fight unreasonable premium 
increases. Since implementing the law, the fraction of requests for 
insurance premium increases of 10 percent or more has dropped 
dramatically, from 75 percent to 14 percent nationally. To date, the 
rate review program has helped save Americans an estimated $1 
billion. 

Removing lifetime limits on health benefits 

The law bans insurance companies from imposing lifetime dollar 
limits on health benefits n freeing cancer patients and individuals 
suffering from other chronic diseases from having to worry about 
going without treatment because of their lifetime limits. Already, 
1,414,000 people in Kentucky, including 528,000 women and 
362,000 children, are free from worrying about lifetime limits on 
coverage. The law also restricts the use of annual limits and bans 
them completely in 2014. 

BETTER HEALTH 

Covering preventive services with no deductible or co-pay 

The health care law requires many insurance plans to provide 
coverage without cost sharing to enrollees for a variety of preven¬ 
tive health services, such as colonoscopy screening for colon can¬ 
cer, Pap smears and mammograms for women, well-child visits, 
and flu shots for all children and adults. 

In 2011 and 2012, 71 million Americans with private health 
insurance gained preventive service coverage with no cost-sharing, 
including 975,000 in Kentucky. And for policies renewing on or 
after August 1, 2012, women can now get coverage without cost¬ 
sharing of even more preventive services they need. Approximately 
47 million women, including 650,425 in Kentucky will now have 
guaranteed access to additional preventive services without cost¬ 
sharing. 

Increasing support for community health centers 

The health care law increases the funding available to community 
health centers nationwide. In Kentucky, 21 health centers operate 
132 sites, providing preventive and primary health care services to 
278,242 people. Health Center grantees in Kentucky have received 
$75,822,132 under the health care law to support ongoing health 
center operations and to establish new health center sites, expand 
services, and/or support major capital improvement projects. 

Community Health Centers in all 50 states have also received a 
total of $150 million in federal grants to help enroll uninsured 
Americans in the Health Insurance Marketplace, including 
$2,383,522 awarded to Kentucky health centers. With these funds, 
Kentucky health centers expect to hire 52 additional workers, who 
will assist 61,539 Kentuckians with enrollment into affordable 
health insurance coverage. 

Investing in the primary care workforce 

As a result of historic investments through the health care law 
and the Recovery Act, the numbers of clinicians in the National 
Health Service Corps are at all-time highs with nearly 10,000 Corps 
clinicians providing care to more than 10.4 million people who live 
in rural, urban, and frontier communities. The National Health 
Service Corps repays educational loans and provides scholarships 
to primary care physicians, dentists, nurse practitioners, physician 
assistants, behavioral health providers, and other primary care pro¬ 
viders who practice in areas of the country that have too few health 
care professionals to serve the people who live there. As of 
September 30, 2012, there were 132 Corps clinicians providing pri¬ 
mary care services in Kentucky, compared to 52 in 2008. 

Preventing illness and promoting health 

As of March 2012, Kentucky had received $5,000,000 in grants 
from the Prevention and Public Health Fund created by the health 
care law. This new fund was created to support effective policies in 
Kentucky, its communities, and nationwide so that all Americans 
can lead longer, more productive lives. 

A STRONGER MEDICARE PROGRAM 

Making prescription drugs affordable for seniors 

In Kentucky, people with Medicare saved nearly $141 million on 
prescription drugs because of the Affordable Care Act. In 2012 
alone, 72,391 individuals in Kentucky saved over $51 million, or an 
average of $703 per beneficiary. In 2012, people with Medicare in 
the “donut hole” received a 50 percent discount on covered brand 
name drugs and 14 percent discount on generic drugs. And thanks 
to the health care law, coverage for both brand name and generic 
drugs will continue to increase over time until the coverage gap is 
closed. Nationally, over 6.6 million people with Medicare have 
saved over $7 billion on drugs since the law’s enactment. That’s an 
average savings of $1,061 per beneficiary. In addition, the average 
premium for a basic prescription drug plan in 2014 is projected to 
remain stable for the fourth year in a row, at an estimated $31 per 
month. 

Covering preventive services with no deductible or co-pay 

With no deductibles or co-pays, cost is no longer a barrier for 
seniors and people with disabilities who want to stay healthy by 
detecting and treating health problems early. In 2012 alone, an esti¬ 
mated 34.1 million people benefited from Medicare’s coverage of 
preventive services with no cost-sharing. In Kentucky, 485,843 
individuals with traditional Medicare used one or more free preven¬ 
tive service in 2012. 

Protecting Medicare’s solvency 

The health care law extends the life of the Medicare Trust Fund 
by ten years. From 2010 to 2012, Medicare spending per benefici¬ 
ary grew at 1.7 percent annually, substantially more slowly than the 
per capita rate of growth in the economy. And the health care law 
helps stop fraud with tougher screening procedures, stronger pen¬ 
alties, and new technology. Over the last four years, the administra¬ 
tion’s fraud enforcement efforts have recovered $14.9 billion from 
fraudsters. For every dollar spent on health care-related fraud and 
abuse activities in the last three years the administration has 
returned $7.90.

Back-to-School 
Safety Checklist 


Transportation Safety 

Whether children walk, ride their bicycle or take the bus to school, it is extremely important that 
they take proper safety precautions. Here are some tips to make sure your child safely travels 
to school. 

Walking to school 

□ Review your family’s walking safety rules. 

■ Walk on the sidewalk, if one is available. When on a street with no sidewalk, 
walk facing the traffic. 

■ Before you cross the street, stop and look all ways to see if cars are coming. 

■ Never dart out in front of a parked car. 

□ Practice walking to school with your child. 

Riding a bicycle to school 

□ Make sure your child always wears his helmet when leaving the house. 

□ Teach your children the rules of the road they need to know to ride their bicycles. 

■ Ride on the right side of the road and in a single file. 

■ Come to a complete stop before crossing the street. 

Riding the bus to school 

□ Go to the bus stop with your child to teach them the proper way to get on and off the 
bus. 

□ Make sure your children stand six feet away from the curb. 

□ If your child and you need to cross the street in front of the bus, walk on the side of the 
road until you are at least 12 feet ahead of the bus. You always should be able to see 
the bus driver, and the bus driver always should be able to see you. 

School Safety 

Many school-related injuries are completely preventable. Follow these steps to ensure your 
child’s safety at school. 

Preventing backpack-related injuries 

□ Chose a backpack for your child carefully. It should have ergonomically designed 
features to enhance safety and comfort. 

□ Don’t overstuff a backpack; it should weigh no more than 10 to 20 percent of your 
child’s body weight. 

■ For example, a child that weighs 60 pounds should carry a backpack no heavier 
than 12 pounds. 

□ Ask your children to use both straps when wearing their backpack to evenly distribute 
the weight. 

Preventing playground-related injuries 

□ Encourage your child only to use playgrounds with a soft surface. Avoid playgrounds 
with concrete, grass and dirt surfaces, as they are too hard. 

□ Children under the age of four should not use climbing equipment and watch older 
children when they’re climbing. 

□ Do not let your children use monkey bars. They are unsafe and should not be used by 
children of any age.
